Official results in the election—a 
formality—are not ex pected before 
Saturday. 
The hand-picked assembly, includ­ 
ing 56 Europeans, will hold its first 
meeting in Algiers Tuesday, and is 
ex pected to nominate Ben Bella to 
head the nation’s first regular gov 
ernment. 
Ben Bella’s cabinet probably will 
include at least one European, and 
will have the support of an over­ 
whelming majority of the assembly 
during its initial 12-month term.

Lee-Whiteside 
Dental Society 
Meeting Here 


The story of the two worlds of the 
first president of the Illinois State 
Dental Society, who practiced dentist­ 
ry in Princeton, was told Wednesday 
to the opening meeting of the year 
of the Lee-Whiteside Dental Society 
rn the Naehusa House. 


J ulian J . J ackson of Chicago, with 
his wife, Eleanor, is writing a series 
of historical essays which are to be 
published in 1964. the centennial year 
of the Illinois society, and he related 
to the gathering of dentists some of 
their findings. 


In their research they have uncov­ 
ered the fact that Dr. Adam C. Van 
Sant of Princeton, who was electee! 
president of the society in 1865, left 
dentistry because of ill health and 
25 years later he established a bus­ 
iness colleg e in Omaha, Neb., that is 
still in ex istence, developed the touc h 
system of typing and published short­ 
hand manuals that had world-wide 
sale. 


“ The people of Omaha did not 
know that he had been a distinguished 
dentist and when Dr. Van Sant re­ 
turned in 1914 as a guest of honor 
for the society's jubilee banquet in 
Chicago his former colleagues were 
not aware of his important contribu­ 
tions to the business world,” J ack­ 
son said. 


“ The literature for the business'col­ 
lege states that Adam Van Sant re­ 
ported many of Abraham Lincoln’s 
speeches but so far we have been 
unable to substantiate this, nor have 
we been able to find out about his 
life in Princeton,” J ackson continued. 
“ We have learned that his brother 
was Governor of Minnesota at the 
turn of the century and his father 
built steamboats on the Mississippi 
at LeClair, Iowa, where the family 
is buried,” he said. 
J ackson also related to the meeting 
that 50 years ago in Dix on a public 
lecture w as presented at the Opera 
House on Health and Teeth. Dr. J . P. 
Buckley of Chicago, who was pres­ 
ident of the society in 1916, addressed 
the audience of HOO. It was held un­ 
der the auspices of the Board of Ed­ 
ucation and the six th, seventh and 
eighth grades and high school ad­ 
journed 
and 
marched 
with 
their 
teachers to the hall. A large chorus 
opened and closed the ex pertises. 
The parents, according to Dr. Buck­ 
ley, may not have been interested in 
dental education but they turned out 
to hear their children sing.

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Kennedy Back 
In Old Form 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (ZP)—President Kennedy is back in 
political fighting form and ready to follow up his first 19 62 
campaign sortie into Pennsy lv ania with another into West 
Virginia. 
Kennedy slashed at the Rep ublican 
record and called for strengthened 
Democratic sup p ort in Congress be­ 
fore 10.000 p artisans Thursday night. 
The American p eop le, he said, will 
determ ine in the Nov. 6 election 
“ whether we are to step up the p rog­ 
ress already made or return to 
deadlock and drift.” 


It’s been more than a y ear and 
a half since Kennedy has done any 
real, 
out-in-the-op en 
camp aigning. 
Obviously he hasn’t lost his touch. 


He started in as soon as a heli­ 
cop ter from Washington lowered him 
onto the Harrisburg airp ort. It was 
chilly and cloudy in the late after­ 
noon, but the President had a sunny 
smile for a welcoming crowd that 
the state p olice estimated generously 
at 3.000. 


He 
did 
some 
handshaking 
and 
made little talk. 


Andrew T. Hatcher, acting White 
House p ress secretary , said Ken­ 
nedy ’s nex t p olitical p ort of call will 
be Wheeling, W. Va., nex t Thursday . 
It was West Virginia which gave 
Kennedy a key victory in the p ri­ 
m ary along with its electoral votes 
in the general election. 


Much of the time between now and 
Thursday . Kennedy will be relax ing 
with his family at Newp ort, R. I. He 
flew' there immediately after hts ap ­ 
p earance at the Democratic fund­ 
raising rally here.

Committee said it sold more than 
10,000 tickets at $100 a p late and 
will make more than a million dollars 
trom a dinner held in an ex hibition 
hall nex t to the arena where Kennedy 
sp oke.

Philadelp hia may or who is in a tough 
race to succeed Lawrence, and Jo­ 
sep h S. Clark, try ing for another 
term in the U.S. Senate. 
Following the Democratic dinner, 
the cash customers filed into the dirt- 
floored arena where the state dairy 


ex p osibon had ended just a few hours 
before, leaving behind some of the 
aroma. 
Picking up in his sp eech a theme 
of his camp aign for the White House 
in I9 60, the Chief Ex ecutive said of 
the Democrats "We must be com 
nutted, as we have in the p ast, to 
getting this country moving.” 
While he isn’t on the ballot this 
time. Kennedy said he holds as Pres­ 
ident a great resp onsibility for the 
conduct of the nation’s camp aign for 
p rogress. 
‘‘And one fact,” he said, “ is clear 
bey ond disp ute: That this country 
requires, if it is to move ahead, a 
p rogressive Congress—in 
short, 
a 
Democratic House and a Democratic 
Senate.” 
The House and Senate are Demo­ 
cratic now, and Rep ublicans contend 
they have a p retty sorry record. 
Kennedy conceded that the 87th Con­ 
gress hasn’t measured up to his 
hop es, but he said it has a record of 
p rogress and comp assion unmatched 
in recent times. And he wants more 
Democrats in Congress, he said, be­ 
cause in sp ite of advances he said 
have been marked up during his ad­ 
ministration, much more needs to be 
done.

NEW YORK (ZP)—The world’s tariff walls won’t come 
tumbling down ov ernight. As Congress put* the finishing 
touches on a sweeping grant of powers to the President 
to 
work toward freer trade, the key word today is bargaining. 
The President 
will have p ower 
to bargain with the Common Market 
and England and Jap an. The goal is 
to lower, p erhap s abolish in time, 
their tariffs or quotas or other re­ 
strictions on the admission of Ameri­ 
can goods. In return the bargain 
would include similar lowering of 
barriers or p enalties in this country 
on the admission of foreign goods. 
Such bargaining is usually a long, 
slow p rocess. It can go on, industry 
by industry , item by item, for many 
months or even for y ears. 


One of Halls 


Tariffs are only one of the walls 
that 
nations raise against others’ 
goods. After the war, most Europ ean 
nations 
p ut 
strict quotas on the 
amount of American goods, item by 
item, that could enter. They also im­ 
p osed currency restrictions that made 
it haiti or imp ossible for an Ameri­ 
can manufacturer to get his money 
back in dollars or other currencies. 


Quotas and currency barriers have 
been falling steadily in recent y ears. 
But some still remain. 


The United States in turn has many 
trade barriers still. These range from 
strict quotas and allotments on im­ 
p ortation of sugar, to tariffs that can 
be raised when domestic manufac­ 
turers show they are being hurt by 
foreign 
imp orts. 
This 
p rovision, 
though modified, is still in the bill. 
Also, we have trade agreements 
with some countries whereby they 
send here only a certain volume of 
p articular p roducts, to leave a major 
p ercentage of the market to Ameri­ 
can industry . 
Both the United States and the 
Common 
Market 
have 
p lenty on 
which to bargain.

What Congress is giv ing the Presi­ 
dent is the power to do this bargiin- 
ing, more power than his predeces­ 
sors ever had. The ex pectation is that 
the Common Market and others will 
see enough advantages to themselv es 
in freer trade to reach agreement 
with the United State* along these 
lines. If all sides are gainers, th* 
resulting greater economic health of 
the non-Communist nations will weigh 
heavily in any future conflict with the 
Reds. 


More Willing 
The very fact that th* President 
will have power to make such deals 
will make the Common Market more 
willing to enter into bargaining aes* 
sions. 
But in ev ery case the special inter­ 
est of v arious .American industries 
and agriculture will remain. Many 
trade barriers, 
therefore, may be 
slow in coming down, or may be low­ 
ered only gradually . 
The President’s triumph in getting 
these powers is unquestioned. But the 
final bargains may be some distance 
away and far from being a sure bet 
—either on our side or the Common 
Market side.

Q—My husband, who is only 41* 
y ears-old, is recov ering from a coro­ 
nary attack. Our doctor has said that 
he will soon be able to return to 
our stationery store where I help him 
with his work. But my children and 
I are afraid that he is looking oily 
on th* rosy side of the picture to as­ 
sure us. We know he means this for 
the best, but we would also like y our 
opinion about his chances for recov ­ 
ery . 


A—Your doctor knows the details 
of y our husband’s condition. You 
should accept these assurances at 
face v alue. With increasing knowl­ 
edge of coronary diseases and the 
introduction of new drugs to prev ent 
blood clotting and to dissolv e formed 
clots, th* outlook has brightened con­ 
siderably . An outstanding ex ample of 
recov ery is that made by former 
President Eisenhower. 
And, on a 
broader scale, a prominent cardiolo­ 
gist just reported an analy sis of 255 
of his patients who hav e already 
surv iv ed their attacks by IO y ears or 
longer. You may be interested to 
learn, moreov er, that those patients 
who returned to work after recov ery 
seemed to do better than those who 
retired. 


Q—My 7-y ear-old daughter is 46 
inches tall and weighs oily 40 pounds. 
She is a happy , healthy child and has 
v ery thick, hip-length hair. When I 
was at a beauty shop last week, I 
was told that her hair was using up 
all her v itamins and that I should 
hav e hav e her hair cut so she can 
grow and gain weight. Would y ou 
adv ise me to do what they say ev en 
if she is v ery proud of her hair and 
lov es me to wash, comb and brush 
it? 
A—J ust when I think I’v e heard all 
the nonsense there could possibly be 
about v itamins, along comes y our 
beauty shop authority on metabolism. 
The only damaging haircut I’v e ev er 
heard about is that giv en by Delilah 
to Samson. So, if y our little girl is 
v ery proud of her hair and y ou don’t 
mind washing, combing and brush­ 
ing It, why don’t y ou let matters rest 
as they are?
